Ho 
reported they had proved satisfactory and that the 
west and Nova Scotia also were quietly, steadily 
drifting toward state medicine. 

Responsibility for necessary skilled treatment and 
its cost is more and more being thrown on public 
bodies, especially in areas afflicted with unemploy¬ 
ment; and, under these conditions, medical men are 
turning more and more to the state as their source 
of certain recompense. 

At the same time, problems are arising in the 
nursing profession. Canadian hospitals have depended 
for their nursing services on girl probationers, who give 
their services in exchange for their training. For 
years the hospitals have been turning out under this 
system graduate nurses in large numbers. The ex¬ 
cess numbers of these nurses not required in Canada 
have crossed the I me to the south, where they have 
been readily absorbed in the growing cities of the 
United States. Now, however, the United States 
field for nurses has become so over-crowded that reg¬ 
ulations are being passed debarring foreign nurses. 
Many are being forced to return to Canada, only 
to add to the surplus already here. With the oppor¬

A HIGHWAY COMMISSION 


A lthough most of the news- 

papers of (he province, irrespective of political 
leanings, are cordially in favor of the creation of a 
highway commission for British Columbia, the morn¬ 
ing paper reiterates its objection to the proposal. It 
argues that "in matters of this character there is a 
principle involved of a nature about which there is a 
good deal of loose thinking in these latter days.” It 
says that principle is the exercise by the legislative 
authority, "with every vigilance and effect, of consti¬ 
tutional control over public expenditures." 

We then am told that the resolution advocating 
the plan, endorsed recently by the Automobile Club 
of British Columbia and the Good Roads League, 
“was most unhappily worded, and displayed an ig¬ 
norance of constitutional responsibility that "jus* 
go long as any interested parties, outside of constituted 
authority, for whatever purposes seek to control ex¬ 
penditures of the Crown the same criticism will be 
leveled at has been done in the case of a highway 
commission. . . .” 

The objective of the two bodies advocating a 
highway commission is the complete removal of road 
building and maintenance from political interference. 
The implication that it would run riot with public 
funds need not be taken seriously. Such a body 
naturally would be required to submit its annual 
budget to the Legislature and the Legislature would 
have to vote the funds for its use. In this way its 
spending would be adequately controlled.

A survey has been conducted in Brussels among states¬ 
men, economists, bankers, industrialists and workers 
to discover the reasons for her happy position. 

Among the explanations listed were; first, shortly 
after the war's devastation, industry was rebuilt along 
molt modem lines, giving the country an advantage 
over other countries with antiquated equipment; 
aecond, mechanization of the coal industry; and, third, 
careful financing by which reserves were built up to 
be drawn upon in the present lean years, instead of 
being dissipated in mining booms, in supporting prices 
of commodities, in stock "melons" and in declaring 
high dividends on which to “bull” and distribute 
stocks. 

Then, there are other items important in Belgium's 
general economy, making it the most secure in all 
Europe, M. Paul Vanzceland. director of the Bel¬ 
gian National Bank and secretary of the Belgian 
Economic Council, sets them out in thia way:

Some most constructive suggestions in regard to the 
provision of local employment for those in need of W 
ars made by S. C. Tweed, MIA, for North Waterloo, 
who'declares that In nearly all parte of the province a 
large number of men could be employed upon such 
work as the following: 

”1. Trim trees along highways. 

”2. Repair and Improve township roads. Work of 
this kind would not only help the unemployed, but It 
would relieve tha farmers in the townships from some 
of the burden of taxation for roads. 

"1. Level land along highways, and construct paths 
for pedestrians and those who ride bicycles. These 
paths rould also be used In the winter time by fanners 
who are obliged to use sleighs to get In off the side 
roads. At the present time the farmer Is In the posi¬ 
tion of having to use e sleigh from his farm out to 
the main highway, and then get along the beet he 
can. becauae of the feet the snow has been removed 
from the paved road. 

”4. Plant trees along highways and on unused land. 

“S. Remove earth bands and other obstructions 
that prevent a clear view of railway tracks at level 
crossings."

EX-EMPRESS TO 
SEEK DIVORCE 


Chinese Wife of Suan Tung 
Says She Is Ill-treated 


Tientsin, China, fiept. 30.—The 
domestic affairs of China's former 
Emperor. Suan Tung, who has lived In 
retirement here as "Mr. Henry Pu Yl" 
alnee his ejection from Peiping in 
1924. are receiving considerable pub¬ 
licity due to the threat of hta second 
wtfe vo -sue him lor .dluosoe-. on the 
ground of ill-treatment. 

Shu Pel. daughter of a Manchu 
Noble, went Into the Imperial house¬ 
hold nine years ago at the age o i six¬ 
teen. and later was married to the "hoy 
Emperor." Recently, on the pretext of 
a shopping expedition, the walked out 
of his residence in the Japanese con¬ 
cession and fled to the home of a rela¬ 
tive. 

She eent a letter to her husband 
announcing she would apply for a 
divorce. Suicide waa preferable, she 
said, to exlstenoe In a household where 
she was so badly used. 

Adherents of the former ruler grew 
, indignant at her action, and' Chinese 
papers have published s letter from the 
glrl'a brother, a staunch monarchist, 
condemning his alster fdr her disobedi¬ 
ence and demanding she return to her 
husband. 

Shu Pel and her supporters remain 
flim in demanding a separation, and a 
divorce action la threatened unleea a 
friendly settlement is reached. In the 
event of the case coming before the 
courts the point will have to be de¬ 
cided sa to whether suit can legally be 
brought against the ex-Emperor. 

By the agreement under which the 
Manchus abdicated In 1912 It wsa 
stipulated the Emperor ahpuld retain 
hi# title and receive the respect ac¬ 
corded to a foreign sovereign. Suc¬ 
cessive Chinese governments have 
ignored the compact, but the Manchus 
claim it etlll remains In force: placing 
Hsu an Tung above the law.

Vancouver Member Criticizes 
Dominion Government Over 
P.G.E. Extension Plans

Vancouver. Sept. 30.—Refusal of the 
Dominion Government to undertake 
construction of a further link of the 
P.O.*. from Prince Qeorge to Finlay 
Forks, at present, waa criticised by 
Hon. Ian Mackenzie. Mi*, for Vancou¬ 
ver Centre, at a meeting of the Van¬ 
couver Women’s Liberal Association 
yesterday evening. 

Mr. Mackenxle criticized the Prime 
Minister, who had not. he asserted, 
implemented his pre-election and 
post-election promises to end unem¬ 
ployment. 

The Liberal member agreed the 
offer of the Dominion Government to 
share expenses of constructing \ho\ 
P.G.E. from Quesnel to Prince George 
would be an aid In relieving unem¬ 
ployment. but he felt the move waa 
Inadequate In comparison with ex¬ 
tending the line Into the Peace River 
Block. 

Extension to Prince George, he con¬ 
tended. would do little to reduce the 
liability of the P.O.E., while he under¬ 
stood a link to Finlay Forks would 
enable the entire line to meet operat¬ 
ing expenses at once. 

BRIDGE REPAIRS 

He condemned the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment, and particularly Premier 
Bennett and Hon. H. H. Stevens, for 
its attitude In connection with the 
8econd Narrows Bridge. The two min¬ 
isters. he asserted, had treated the 
electors of Greater Vancouver In a 
discourteous fashion In not answering 
their repeated telegram*. Finally, he 
stated, the recent telegram received by 
North Vancouver from th* Prime Min¬ 
ister was a most unsatisfactory reply. 

The Prime Minister had referred to 
the bridge as a private undertaking, 
which. Capt. Mackenxle declared, waa 
actually an obligation both of the 
federal and provincial governments. 

With the bridge down, he declared, 
hundreds of North Shore residents 
had been driven out of employment 
and several thousand citizens on the 
f I Vancouvev side of the Inlet were di¬ 
rectly affected. 

He called on the government lm-

SOME BABIES HAVE LEGITIMATE 
EXCISE TO BEFI'SE MILK 

If a baby belongs to that small group 
of children who have a personal sen¬ 
sitivity to cows* milk, there will be 
some quite marked results If he drinks j 
milk. He may develop hive*, large, 
reddish white welts which srlse rapid¬ 
ly and may disappear with equal speed. 

He may show some signs of fever. His 
eyes may swell or 8 ven hl * mouth, 
where the milk touches hi* skin. He 
may vomit or the bowels become loose. 

If these symptom* appear only after 
the baby has taken cows* milk, the 
mother may suspect that he haa an 
Idiosyncrasy for milk which makes this 
otherwise excellent food a real po^on 
to him. Mrs. R.W.’a letter describe* 
such a problem. 

CANT TAKE MILK 

"I am writing you In regard to my 
eleven-month-old baby who haa wean¬ 
ed herself but cannot take milk In 
any form. I have tried several kind*, 
but If she take* even a little, all of her 
fool cornea up and she 1* very sick 
for a day or two. She weighs twenty- 
two pounds and has never been sick 
except when I have tried to give her 
milk. I 

"8he takes soups, eggs, bacon, drinks 
the Juice, of two oranges, and can drink 
from sixteen to thirty-two ounces of 
water a day. She sleeps all night with 
Just water to drink, but my friends say 
ahe should have milk. I would be. to 
glad to have any advice. She walks! 
everywhere and her leg* are as straight 
aa two pins. She has eight teeth." 

TRY DIFFERENT MII.KS 

Apparently thla baby haa a personal 
sensitiveness to milk. There are Sev¬ 
eral waya In which thla may be handled. 

Possibly she can take dried milk or 
evaporated milk In very small quan¬ 
tities, even aa Until aw amount aa one 
teaapoonful a day. Continue' thla for 
several day*, and then Increase the 
amount to two teaapoonful*. By auch 
small Increase the baby, may become 
immune to the Irritating action of the 
milk. 

Goats' milk may not affect th* baby 
so It 1* desirable to give It a trial. 

Start with small amount In order to 
note baby’s reaction to It. Soybean 
milk, obtainable In commercial form 
from your druggist, la a preparation 
designed for bablea who develop eczema 
from cows’ milk. This la a nourishing 
form of protein, and may have no bad • 
effect on baby.

It Is Time to Start On 
House Plants 


With winter naar. and the brilliant 
blooms of summer and fall gardena 
dying. It !• time to prepstra tha Indoor 
flowar garden to furnlab a bit of color 
during tha wintar month*. 

Braids the brilliant green of houaa 
fern*, there are several flowers which 
will do^well In tbo bouse during win¬ 
ter. provided they get special care. * 
Geraniums, bulb flowers, roses and 


fuchsias era probably tha moat favored 
of Indoor plants. They can be grown 
Inside all year round. Others are the 
begonia, sanaeveria, Jerusalem cherry 
and carnation. 

It does not make much difference 
about the kind of plant selected, but 
It does make a lot of difference on the 
cara tha. plant gets. 

GOOD DRAINAGE ESSENTIAL 

Possibly the greatest harm dona In¬ 
door plaqts la improper drainage. The 
alee of tna pot la determined by tbe 
root ayatem of the plant. Large fern* 
require large pots. Small bulb flowers 


which are replanted every year require 
only small pot*. 

But In each instance adequate drain¬ 
age is essential. The pots come with 
boles In the bottom, but these holes 
get dogged U not protected. 

To prevent obstruction of the drain¬ 
age hole, break sn,old flowerpot, take 
one of the resulting ooncave pieces of 
the pot and place It over the drainage 
hole. This will allow room for ths sur¬ 
plus water to seep through, but will 
prevent tend and earth from dogging 
up the hole 

The type of soil suitable for each 
plant la regulated by the. plant Itself, 
but an average soil constats of about 


one-half garden loam, one-fourth magnified through the glaaa and give 
aand and one-fourth leaf mold. off heat as weU as light.

At h«r helm was C. T. Pedersen, who 
was computing his thirty-sixth year a* 
skipper of trading ships to th* top of 
th* world for fur and walrus. It wss 
his sixth trip In his own vasael and 
th* clevsnth upon which h* was ac¬ 
companied by hi# wife, a graduate 
nurse. (* 

The Patterson was th* first ship to 
reach Point Barrow and It was a month 
late as It waited off shoes for th* lea 
to break. With the exception of the 
heavy lc« on the northward passage 
th* motorshlp found good weather. 

Captain Pedersen was frown in 1887 
for th# winter, and in 1818 abandoned 
hU ship and with th* crew hiked 
across Alaska twenty-six days before 
reaching Fairbanks and safety. 

Th* cargo, this year moetly white 
fox. was valued st 4300.000 by Captain 
Pedersen, who said that three years ago 
the same number of pelts would have 
brought close to 81.000.000. 

As Immigration officials boarded ths 
vessel Mrs. Pedersen was called upon 
for her last work as a nurse on ths
